RUSSIA REJECTS 





PROPOSED TARIFF 
WAR WITH U. S. 


Cabinet Will Not Raise Tax on 
Imports From This 
Country.

VIENNA, Dec. ¥.—The Russian Cab- 
inet, after long deliberation, according 
to a repor. received here from St. Pe- 
tersburg, has rejected all proposals for 
a tarift war against the United States 

More than one hundred members of 
ihe Duma a week ago proposed to double 
the tariff on American goods and the 
tonnage charges on American shipping 
on the termination of the treaty of 1882. 
The proposal was referred to a commit- 
tee. The province of foreign affair-, 
however, lies outside the competence of 
the Duma. 

Treaties are not subject to the approv- 
al of the Duma, nor is the Minister for 
l‘oreign Affairs answerable to the Duma 
on the state of foreign relations. That 
hody, nevertheless, exercises through the 
budget an influence on foreign affairs 
and relations. 

The suggestion for a tariff war was 
due to the action of the United States in 
giving notice of its intention to termi- 
nate the treaty of 1832, because of the 
attitude of Russia on the passports of 
American citizens of Jewish birth. Ifa 
tariff war were to have ensued the 
United States would have been the 
greater loser, as that country imports 
only $10,000,000 worth of goods from Rus- 
sia, while it exports to Russia $24,000, 000 
worth, principally agricultural machin- 
ery of the Harvester Trust and cotton.

Officials Who were in General Man- 
ager Gruber’s car ordered the engineer 
to cut loose from the train and run to 
Sharon for aid. At the same time mes- 
sages were sent to Devil’s Lake, Finley 
and Casselton for assistance. Half an 
hour later, a special train brought sur- 
geons and nurses from Devil's Lake 
and the local train brought others from 
Finley. 

In the meantime the wreckage had 
caught fire. The officials had given or- 
ders not to try to extricate the bodies 
until the injured had been cared for, 
and the fire burned so briskly that the 
bodies were cremated before any definite 
identification could be made. A negro 
cook whose name could not be learned 
was dragged from the wreckage. He 
died as he was being carried to one of 
the cars for medical aid. 

Passengers on the train are confident 
that the list of dead will be greater) 
than five already reported. 

The destruction was so thorough that 
many were pinioned under heavy beams 
and the fire started so quickly that the 
uninjured had little opportunity to as- 
sist them. 

Many of the injured dragged them- 
selves through the snow leaving a trail 
of blood. Parts of bodies were scat- 
tered for hundreds of feet. 

Five of the seriously injured were 
rushed to Finley and cared for in pri- 
vate homes.

Carpenters Dissatisfied With His 
Appointment—Was Interested 
in Its Construction. 





Building Commissioner McKelvey told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday that 
he would postpone until Monday the of- 
ficial investigation of Havlin’s Theater 


Which he was instructed to make by 
Mayor kKreismann, in response. to 
charges filed against McKelvey by the 
Carpenters’ Union of St. Louis. 

McKelvey says the investigation of 
Havlin’s Theater will be made by two 
architects and two engineers and that 
upon the report of this committee he 
will base his report to the Mayor on 
the safety of the building. 

“The order of the Mayor,” said Mc- 
Kelvey, ‘‘virtually ordered me to in- 
vestigate myself, Of course I could 
not do that and I have appointed the 
committee. Il am not ready to say 
who will be on this committee, but 
they will not be men connected in 
any way with the city hall. 

“Anyone who would like to join in 
the investigation is perfectly wel- 
come to do so, If anyone would like 
to see for himself how the building 
is, he is welcome to make an inspec- 
tion. They can all get in behind Mc- 
Kelvey’s Ragtime Band and march 
down to Havylin’s if they like.” 

The union alleged that McKelvey as a 
member of the McKelvey Construction 
Co., which did the work of reconstruc- 
tion, was interested in the job, and that 
the work had been done in such a man- 
ner that the building was unsafe. 

Mayor Kreismann _ also- requested 
Kames & Youns, architects, to inspect 
the building to ascertain whether, in 
their opinion, it was safe. He requested 
Louis C. Cella, who is financially inter- 
ested in the theater, to cause to be ex- 
posed the parts alleged by the carpen- 
ters to be defective. 

The carpenters are dissatisfied with 
the Mayor's attitude, particularly with 
his request that McKelvey as Building 
Commissioner inspect the work which 
McKelvey as contractor did, and which 
he, as Building Commissioner, in turn 
passed upon and approved. 

Their dissatisfaction is expressed in a 
letter to Mayor Kreismann, in which 
a demand is made that the union car- 
penters filing the charges be added to 
the inspection committee. The demand 
was made by Attorney George E. Mix, 
for the carpenters, in a letter, which he 
sent to Mayor Kreismann.

ROOSEVELT RAPS 


TAFTS TREATIES - 
IN DINNER NOTES 


Colonel Declined to Permit Use 
of Name to Coerce Senate to 
“Unworthy Action.” 


ACCEPTS AN EXPLANATION 
In Final Letter Says He Would 


Be Pleased to Come if Ac- 
ceptance Was Possible.

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—Why Theodore 
Roosevelt will not attend the banquet 
tonight of the Citizens’ Peace Commit- 
tee with President Taft as guest of 
honor was made public in detail today 


in corerspondence between Roosevelt and 


Millard J. Bloomer, executive secretary 
of the committee. There are several 
letters from the former President in the 
corerspondence, the principal one of 
which was written Dec. 5 and is in line 
with Roosevelt's editorial in the current 
number of the Outlook. 

“IT cannot permit the use of my name 
for that Citizens’ Peace banquet,’”’ the 
letter read, ‘‘simply because I don’t 
know what that banquet is for. If it is 
meant to overawe the Senate and force 
that body against its conscience to sup- 
port the unamended treaties which the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations 
has shown by unanswerable arguments 
to be hostWe to the honor and interest 
of the American people, then I am not 
in sympathy with you. 

Calls Treaties; Hypocritical, 

“For instance, if you propose to sup- 
port the arbitration treaties, then I 
think that you are not merely wrong, 
but that you are engaged in what is 
essentially unworthy and, however un- 
consciously,.a hypocritical move against 
the interest of peace and against the 
honor and interest of the United States 
and civilization. If you intend to sup- 
port these treaties, however, with the 











amendments introduced by Senators Root 
and Lodge, then you are all right, be- 
cause you are supporting what is not a 
very important, but still sincere effort 
to make things a little better.” 

Roosevelt then reiterated what he 
said in his editorial that “hypocrisy 
never pays’’ and detailed his views why 
the unamended treaties should not be 
supported. Among the subjects which 
Roosevelt said he believed should not 
arbitrated was the Monroe doc- 
trime, state bond question, the right 
of ‘America to abrogate.the Russian 
treaty of 1832 and the question of al- 
lowing unlimited Asiatic immigratipn 
to the United States. Rooseyelt’s let- 
ter then continues: 

“Now if you do not believe that the 
questions I have named should be ar- 
bitrated, then you oecupy an improper

Foolish Topics for Arbitration. 
“Of course, if you do believe in ar- 


bitrating all questions of national honor 
and interest, including the Monroe doc- 
trine, the Jewish passport question, the 
immigration of Asiatics and the ques- 
tion of the state bonds, then you are 
justified in wishing to pass the un- 
amended treaties; although I think that 
case you will occupy a very 
foolish and unpatriotic position. But 
if you do not believe in arbitrating 
these and similar matters, then you oc- 
cupy a wholly indefensible position in 
asking that we pass in unamended 
form treaties which unquestionably 
pledge us as a nation to arbitrate 
them.”’ : 

Bloomer replied to this on Dec. 13, 
stating that form of invitation to the 
banquet had been changed so as not to 
include the ratification of the proposed 
treaties adding that the banquet in his 
opinion should be a demonstration for 
a broad, honest peace movement. To 
this Col. Roosevelt replied, under date 
of Dec. 16, in part as follows: 

‘Ags you state and understand the 
movement I am entirely in sympathy 
with it. That is, I am in favor of broad, 
honest peace movement in line with the 
traditional policy of this country of good 
will and fair treatment for all the na- 
tions of mankind.’’ 

In replying to another letter of Bloom- 
written in answer to the above, 
Roosevelt said: 

Unfortunately it is not possible for 
me to accept any invitation of any 
kind or sort; otherwise, I would surely 


eccept this.”’

SPRING GREEN, Wis., Dec. 30.—: 
Frank Lloyd Wright, Chicago architect. 
laid bare early today the entire secret 
story of his life and relation with 
Mamah Borthwick, Edwin Cheney’s for- 
mer wife, whom he installed in his 
“spiritual citadel’? on the banks of the 
Wisconsin River. He told of a compact 
involving the Cheney and Wright fam- 
ilies and providing for the breaking of 
the family ties outside the courts. He 
staked his future happiness on tho 
phraseology of what he declared would 
be his final public utterance. 

The statement is the one Wright 
promised to give out New Year’s day, 
when he said it would be signed by the 
four adult members of the Wright- 
Cheney households as they existed be- 
fore the ‘“‘hegira’’ of Wright and Mrs. 
Cheney. 

Wright exacted a promise from corre- 
spondents at his bungalow on the hill 
that the statement would be printed 
verbatim or not at all. Preparation of 
the document had occupied his attention 
and that of his companion for two days. 

After the statement had been given to 
the correspondents, Wright said he 
would abandon his trip to Chicago and 
await the verdict of the public. 

Wright's Statement, 

Wright today issued the followinx 
statement. 

“I am tired. The woman is tired. We 
are living the life that truth dictates. 
Our desire is to harm nobody. Our hope 
is that we may benefit humanity. Our 
determination is to be true to our ideals 
at all costs. But it is impossible to 
escape responsibility in a certain sense 
to the puble demand for an.explanation. 
Very well. This is the explanation: 

‘“‘Here we are four people—a wife and 
&@ man, and a husband and a woman 
—who each according to his or her 
ability, assumed earlier in life the re- 
sponsibilities of marriage and begot chil- 
dren. Then the thing happened to them 
that has happened to men and women 
since time began—the inevitable, 

“As soon as their situation became 
apparent to them there was the usual 
struggle with conscience, the usual con- 
cession to duty, but not the usual clan- 
destine relation furtively continued tu 
save the face of the situation—not the 
usual suits and counter-suits and quar- 
rels and villifications or shirking of vre- 
sponsibility. On the contrary, as soon 
as the situation developed its inevitable 
character, a frank avowal was made to 
those whose lives were to be affected 
by a readjustment to meet the new con- 
ditions which had arisen. 

Husband Asks Time. 

“Time was asked by the husband. 
A year, in fact, was asked, and the 
man said the woman agreed to make 
certain that love was love. The wife 
characterized the matter as a mere in- 
fatuation that would pass, and con- 
sultations were held between the wife 
and the husband, the mother and 
friends, 

“Both the wife and the husband de- 
clared that anything they could do to 
break up the new relationship they 
would do, and this they thereupon pro- 
ceeded to do each in his or her own 
way, with plenty of friendly assistance. 

“For a year the woman continued in 
her household separate from the hus- 
band. The man likewise continued in 
his household separate from the wife. 
The established order and the claims 
of daily companionship with little chil- 
dren were pitted against the integrity 
of life that is the only real life. 

“All Was Wretched.” 

‘‘All was wretched, all false, all wast- 
ed. At the end of a year no divorce was 
in sight, no immediate separation pos- 
sible except on statutory grounds, which 
meant needlessly harsh and untrue con- 
ditions, or a visit to Reno for the rag 
with which society is content to quibble 
for respectability. 

“The man was called abroad for a 
year, a respite from years of hard work, 
to overlook the publication that was to 
crown those years with foreign recogni- 
tion. He made no secret of the fact 
that he would take the woman with him 
to those who had a right to know. But 
he neglected to inform the Chicago 
newspapers, and owing to that omigs- 
sion it was said that he had eloped. 

“Up to this time it would be hard to 
but I venture to say that 
the man and the woman did. 

Returned After a Year. 

‘After a year of travel and work and 
trial, it appeared that his friends were 
not what he thought, and, leaving the 
woman in Berlin, he returned, not as 
husband to the wife, but by an agree. 
ment with her to return only as the 
father of his children, to make what he 
could out of resources rapidly being 
destroyed. 

“The woman remained in Berlin. in 
communication with her husband and 
her children. She was prepared to re- 
main alone until the legal divorce. 
which she insisted upon, was granted. 
The man, alone in many ways and in 
an equivocal position, worked to put 
what he had In a condition that would 
insure his children and their mother a 
home and the education the childrer, 
needed. 

“Meanwhile the future of his work 
must be cared for, and some place found 
or made for the woman, the work, and 
himself. To this place the children of 
Loth might come and find room and a 
welcome, if they wished to come, and 
the assistance necesSary to carry on 
the architectural work would be careq 
for.

CHINA WILL HOLD 
CONVENTION 10 


PLAN ITS FUTURE 


Delegates From Every Province 
Will Have Voice in Form of 
Government. 


By Associated Press. 
SHANGHAI. Dec. 30.—The composi- 


tion of the Chinese national conven- 
tion suggested by Premier Yuan Shi 
Kai and accepted by the Imperial 
court at Pekin to settle the future 


form of government in China, was 
decided on today during the session 
of the peace conference being held 
here between the delegates of the 
Impertalists and revolutionists. Each 
of the 18 provinces of China proper 
will, according to the scheme adopt- 
ed, form one section; inner and out- 
er Mongolia will each compose one 
section, and. Eastern and Western 
Tibet also one section jeach, 

Each section is to be entitled to 
elect and send three delegates to 
the conference. Each se¢tion is to ex- 
ercise three votes in the conference 
even if the full delegation from the 
section is not present. 

Will Be Joint Summons, 

The delegates are to be summoned 
to attend by telegraph partly in the 
name of the provisional republican 
government and partly in the name 
of the Manchu government. The Man- 
chus will issue the summonses in the 
northern provinces and also in Man- 
churia and in Chinese Turkestan, 
while the republicans will call the 
delegates together from the southern 
provinces. Both parties will join in 
summoning the delegates from Mon- 
gOlia and Tibet. 

As soon as delegates representing 
three-fourths of the total number of sec- 
tions have gathered business will be 
commenced. 

Dr. Sun Yat Sen, the provisional presi- 
dent, expects to leave for Nanking On 
the morning of Jan. 1. Preparations 
ere being made far an impressive inaug- 
uration ceremony on the occasion of the 
restoration of Nanking as the capital of 
China. 

Capital at Nanking. 

Dr. Sun Yat Sen on his arrival there 
probably will issue a proclamation and 
hold a review of several thousand 
troops. The garrison has been heavily 
Five transports dis- 
embarked rebel troops from Canton this 
morning. 

Within the last few days wholesale 
queue cutting has been going on 
throughout Nanking, the soldiers in- 
discriminately shearing merchants 
and coolies, The cutting has been &c- 
cepted generally in the spirit of 
good nature, but in many cases piti- 
ful scenes have occurred. Otherwise 
Nanking is quite orderly.

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DALLAS COUNTY 
AGAIN ORCERED 
T0 PAY BONDS 


Federal Court Decision Expected 
to End Next to Last of Rail- 
road Bounty Protests. 








Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 30.—An al- 
ternative writ of mandamus was issued 
in the United States Circuit Court here 
today against the officials of Dallas 
County, Mo., requiring them to make 
the necessary tax levies to pay a judg- 
ment obtained against the county several 
years ago by John B. Henderson Jr. 
and Alfred Huedekoper, owners of bonds 
issued to aid the Laclede & Fort Scott 
Railroad Co. The judgment and interest 
now amount to about $1,700,000, 

With the exception of St. Clair County, 
Dallas is the last of a large number of 
Missouri counties to hold out against 
paying these bonds. Macon County held 
out for many years and juggled its 
county finances so as to avoid having 
anything in the treasury that could be 
levied on, but finally settled a claim 
approximating $2,000,000 for $750,000. 

During the _ history of this Dallas 
County case the judges of the county 
court were sent to jail for contempt of 
court because they refused to obey an 
order of a higher court directing them 
to levy a tax to pay this judgment. 

The writ issued today by United 
States Judge Van Valkenburg will no 
doubt end the Dallas case and lead toa 
settlement of the judgment against the 
county, leaving St. Clair County the lagst 
of 3) counties to protest payment of 
the bonds issued to aid a railroad that 
was not built.

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Dr. Sun, China’s First President. 
a Christian, Inspired to Revolt by 
Seeing Manchus Murder Rebel Band 
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DR. SUN YAT SEN 





Soft-Spoken Little Oriental, Leader of Five Re- 
bellions, Built His Ideal of Government 
on That of the United States. 





venture of the sort organized and pre- 
cipitated by Dr. Sun Yat Sen, the quiet, 
soft-spoken and soft-moving little man 
who has just been chosen the first pres- 
ident of the Republic of China. For 
nearly twenty years the doctor has 
been at it, and for the past 15 years has 
labored with a price said to be $500,000 
on his head. This reward was offered 
by the Manchu dynasty, which in the 
days of the wonderful Tsi An, recog- 
nized what a potential trouble-maker 
the doctor was, and sought his removal. 

In that removal they felt that the 
very existence of the dynasty was in- 
volved and events have proven that 
they were right. How the doctor has 
evaded assassination all these years 
looks at first glance to be strange. As 
a matter of fact, had not the big men 
of China seen long ago that the propa- 
ganda of Dr. Sun was so widespread, 
his revolutionary organization so com- 
plete and so powerful, that an injury to 
him could not fail to bring a swift and 
terrible vengeance, he could not have 
escaped. Without his world-wide revo- 
lutionary organization behind him, he 
probably would have been killed long 
ago. 

Willer Than Hig Kind. 

But Dr. Sun was a wily man, wilier 
even than his kind. The story runs that 
he was first led into his espousal of the 
revolutionary cause by seeing, 500 rebels 
lined up for execution and the follow- 
ing day 200 more tortured wretches 
standing along the road waiting for the 
executioner with the heavy, two-handed 
sword to come to them. Each in turn 
was dragged forward, his queue seized 
acd pulled forward to bare his neck 
and his head severed at a stroke. 

Dr. Sun, the son of a wealthy mer- 
and who had studied medicine 
under the tutelage of an English doc- 
tor. who had traveled and observed the 
ways and learned the language: of En- 
gland and the United States, knew that 
these things should not be. He had 
been a Christian and absorbed its les- 
son that murder was sin of the deepest 
kind. Me reflected that such murders 
had been the rule of centuries in China, 
and that unless there was immediate 
and far-reaching reform they would al- 
ways continue the same. 

Knowing full weii the danger, he 
gradually acquired an acquaintance 
ship with the revolutionists, who were 
numerous throughout China, but who 
operated independent groups against a 
strongly entrenched power, and suffered 
the inevitable result of death beneath 
the executioner’s sword. Dr. Sun at first 
joined the Chinese Empire Reform As- 
sociation and seems to have been a 
member of it for some time. When he 
separated from it does not appear in 
the disjointed records of his comings 
and goings, covered as they were at al! 
times by the secrecy which he ‘elt was 
necessary to his safety, but it was not 
long before he had planted an uprising. 
He had reformed the methods of the 
revolutionists so that instead of oper- 
ating in independent groups, they wouid 
all strike together. 

Dr. Sun’s First Outbreak. 

The first outbreak under his direc- 
tion was that of 1896. It was wei) or- 
wanized. 

Dr, Sun, in his own story of this af- 
fair, told how he had realized that the 
great danger in revolution would not pe 
from the imperial forces, but from the 
people of China themselves. He point- 
ed out that in China, with no real law- 
making power and each petty governor 
a law unto himself, the people did not 
know what law or discipline meant 
They did not know the meaning of taxa- 
tion in the same sense in which jt is 
understood in Europe and America. Ajl 
that they knew was that the loca! gov- 
ernors made laws regardless of justice 
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The revolution in China is the. fifth and extorted fines of all sorts from the 


people over whom they reigned. (nce 
this restraint was removed by revelu- 
tionary outbreak, Dr. Sun knew that 
violence and looting would be inevi- 
table, hence his first military fore2 wes 
orgunized with the idea of holdiag the 
people in check, once the authority of 
the representatives of the throne was 
denounced. 

The main strength behind wie ovt- 
break of 1896 was 2 force of 39,500 armed 
men in Canton. These were in brigades 
of 6000 each under the command of 
one of the 10 leaders. When the word 
was passed by runners for the uprising 
these 30,000 men -ver2? to rally to their 
leaders and in-mncdiately establish or- 
der ariong the ne-ople. .With that ae- 
complished, the force. would.) te easily 
able temporarily to withstard any ef- 
fort the Government would make and 
by the time the Government could put 
its forces into the field the outbreak 
would have been general throughout 
all the Southern provinces. Some 700 
coolies were to be sent from Hong Kong 


‘to Canton to do the carrying and la 


boring work for the revolutionary 
forces, and everything seemed perfectly 
arranged. 3 

Real Leaders Esé¢aped. 

Of course, there were some rumors of 
impending trouble, and when a _ship- 
ment of casks labeled ‘‘Cement,’’ was 
delivered to a Christian mission in Can- 
ton, the native chapel keeper, suspicious, 
opened one of the casks and discovered 
they contained ammunition. He __in- 
formed the missionary in charge, and he 
immediately interpreted it to mean an 
anti-foreign uprising and notified the 
Viceroy. An investigation was made and 
the 700 coolies' were found getting off 
the boat at Canton. They were imme- 
diately hunted-down and many of them 
executed, scores of nen accused of lead- 
ership in the revolution were beheaded 
and the real leaders were compelled to 
flee. All escaped, and of the great 
numbers beheaded, Dr. Sun stated, only 
seven were connected with the move- 
ment, and they in minor capacities, 

It was then discovered that Dr.- Sun, 
who had never up to that time been 
suspected of being a revolutionist, was 
the head of the revolt and the price was 
put upon his head. He stated that the 
agents of the throne were extremely 
stupid and that he frequently passed 
them on the streets without being recog- 
nized and right under their noses left 
Canton and sailed to Singapore, in the 
Straits Settlements, where he has since 
maintained a home, in which, however, 
has spent very little time. 

Each Revolution Stronger, 

He made it his mission totally to erad- 
icate the Manchu dynasty @as an element 
in the government of China. The Goy.- 
ernment of the United States appealed 
to him as the ideal form and since 1896, 
traveling around and around the world, 
hiding here and there, but always work. 
ing, always gathering the great funds 
necessary, he has kept on with the idea 
of duplicating the great Western Repub- 


he 


lic in his native land. 

He launched three other revolutions 
after 1896, all of which failed, but each 
failure found him more determined than 
ever, for it was a singular fact and an 
uncomfortible one to the throne, that 
each of his revolutions was a little big- 
ger and made a little more progress than 
its predecessors. 

In 1900 he was caught in London 
hustled into the Chinese Em. 
bassy. In some way he managed to 
get word to a life-long friend, Dr. 
Cantlie, an Englishman. Years be- 
fore he had sworn allegiance to En- 
gland and the English Government 
immediately took steps to secure his 
release. The Chinese Ambassador 
had already chartered a ship to carry 
an a person” to China when the 


and 


Government heard of Dr. Sun’s plight. 
Detectives were thrown all around 
the Chinese Embassy so the Doctor 
could not be secretly carried out, and in 
the end, on the demand of the En- 
glish Government that Dr. Sun, as a 
British subject, should be released, 
his prison door was unlocked. 

He has been in every city of im- 
portance from San Francisco to New 
York and everywhere he has preached 


revolution, gained converts and above. 


all, collected funds. 

The split with the Chinese Impire 
Reform Association must have come 
soon after 1900. At that time the 
volunteers who had _ served in the 
Spanish-American war received cir- 
culars asking them to enlist in the 
forces of this association, which was 
then undoubtedly a militant body. 
But soon after it seems to have lost 
its militant aspect, given up the idea 
of revolution and set out to bring 
about reforms under the existing gov- 
ernment. Kang Yu Wei was the head 
of this body and was exiled for his 
activities. 

Young China Aasociation. 

The Young China Association, the 
body of which Dr. Sun was the head, 
seems to have supplanted the Reform 
Association. It ‘had absorbed the 
more radical elements of the old re- 
form association and the various rev- 
olutionary bodies in China. It co- 
operated with the San Ho Hu, an an- 
cient secret society of China, which 
has a reputed membership of 10,000,- 
000 men. Literally the name means 
the “Three United,” the “Three” be- 
ing heaven, earth and man. It re- 
cruits its membership by notifying a 
man he is elected. If he declines the 
honor, it is said that he signs his 
death warrant.

our years ago Dr. Furness met Dr. 
Carl Witmer of the University of Penn- 
syfvania. In the course of some remin- 
iscences of trave! in Borneo, where he 
h iived among the natives, the ex- 
pigrer declared his belief in the reason- 
ing power of the ape. Warming to his 
subject, he said it was his opinion that 
the chimpanzee and orang-outang had 
thé dormant power of speech. 

Undertakes to Show Friend. 

Dr. Witmer pooh-poohed the idea, and 
the reminiscences soon became argu- 
ménts, which were not entirely Without 
hept. Dr. lkurness could not see why 
apes, having apparently perfect vocal 
crgans, intelligence and five senses, were 
nbt capable of being taught to speak. 
He determined to try. 

in Rorneo, some months later, he cap- 
tured a young orang-outang and a baby 
clhiimpanzee, both females. Returning 
with them to Wallingford he began their 
education at once along natural lines. 
They were to be trained as children are. 
The same methods were to be employed; 
affection, curiosity, the power of im 
tation and appeal to intelligence. { 

They must be taught to stand ere 
This was easy for the chimpanzee, but 
hard for the orang-outang. They must 
begin by learning a few simple things, 
gradually coming to associate words 
with ideas, even as children do. After 
that it depended entirely on what was 
within the ape. 

In his daily instruction to the apes the 
scientist carefully avoided teaching them 
mere tricks such as are performed by 
“educated monkeys.” 

Scientists Are Puzzled. - 

As the experiments progressed ‘reports! 
of the wonderful things done by these 
young apes began to reach the outside 
world. Residents of Wallingford who 
saw the apes playing in the trees and 
witnessed their actions declared them to 
be little short of human. Scientists be- 
gan to visit the place and return puz- 
zled. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter found Dr. 
Furness at home and willing to exhibit 
his “pupils.” In the course of conver- 
sation, the reporter assured the doctor 
he did not believe a word of the reported 
reasoning powers of his apes. The doc- 
tor delivered a rather startling reply: 

“Neither do I believe in their reason- 
ing power—as yet. I am making an ex- 
periment. These reports you have heard 
do not come from me. I am willing to 
show you what I have accomplished in 
three years, but I will draw no conclu- 
sion for publication.”

The final test came when the doctor 
took Mimionthetable beside him and 
asked her to repeat after hiin the 
words “mamma,” “papa” and “ah.” 
She succeeded in doing so several 
times, especially the “ah,” which 
she has used as an expression 
of satisfaction after performing one 
of her feats. 

“It was difficult to get them to 
speak,” said the doctor. “You know 
an ape chatters while drawing in the 
breath. «They tried to imitate me in 
words, but could not until I held their 
nostrils and placed a whistle to their 
lips. After hearing the sound come 
on the exhalation they caught the 
idea, but it was months before they 
could get any sound greater than a 
grunt.

LOCAL BANKS ARE FREE 





No Wall Street Strings on Insti- 
tutions Here, Financiers Tell 
the Post-Dispatch. 





“Fewer than a dozen men on Wall 
Street in the city of New York con- 
trol at least 75 per cent of the 
deposits of all the leading trust 
companies and national banks here 
and in their allied institutions all 
over the United States.”’—Samuel 
Untermeyer, famous as an exposeér 
of high finance in Wall Street. 

Gov. Woodrow Wilson of New 
Jersey, as aspirant for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination, in a 
recent speech declared that Wall 
Street controlled directly or indi- 
rectly all of the banks in the United 
States, and that no man or set of 
men could borrow a million dollars 
or ten million from any bank or 
trust company without the approval 
and consent of. Wall Street.

Louis bankers do not agree with 


Untermeyer, exposer of high 


finance and avowed enemy of the so- 
called ‘“‘Money Trust,” in his assertion 
that a dozen men, powers in the street, 
control the finances of the United States, 
nor do they subscribe to the declaration 
of Gov: Woodrow Wilson of New Jer- 


sey that Wall street dominates the banks 
or the entire country. 

“Those assertions are false, and they 
sound like nonsense to men who know 
anything of banking in general,’’ J. A. 
Lewis, cashier of the National Bank of 
Commerce, told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er. ‘“‘Those statements were made pure- 
ly for political purposes, and are the 
veriest buncomb. Wall street has in- 
fluence, of course. There are individuals 
in Wall street who have large banking 
interests. Some of them’ undoubtedly 
control New York banks, and some New 
York banks undoubtedly have influence 
on some banks throughout the country. 
But when a statement like that is meant 
to be general and sweeping, it is false. 

“TIT would not say that Wall street has 
no strings on any bank in St. Louis. 
Any man or set of men of reliability and 
with proper security could obtain any 
kind of a loan in St. Louis if all Wall 
street stood on its hind legs and pro- 
tested. I am sure of that. Wall street, 
as meaning the alleged ‘Money Trust’ 
talked about by Untermeyer, has no in- 
fluence in St. Louis, and I believe has 
none outside of New York, except in a 
few cases where banks are directly con- 
trolled by New York financial institu- 
tions.’’ 

“If Mr. Untermeyer and Gov. Wilson 
have been correctly quoted, they talked 
of things they did not understand,” said 
Thomas H. West, chairman of the Board 
of Directors of the St. Louis Union Trust 
Co. “To say that Wall street controls 
the banks of this country, even to say 
that Wall street can influence the ma- 
jority of the banks, is nonsense, pure 
and simple. 

“Wall street has no influence on St. 
Louis banks, I know, and I will say. I 
doubt if that is the case anywhere out- 
side of New York.

HELD FOR KILLING 
MARTIN HUNNING 


Mrs. Hunning in Buoyant Spirits 
While Seidl Is Downcast 


and Despondent. 


Charged with the murder of Martin 
Hunning, his wife, Anna, and Joseph 
Seid] were held at Hillsboro, Mo., Fri- 
day evening, without bail, to await the 
action of the Jefferson County Grand 
Jury. 

The hearing lasted all day and was at- 
tended by a great throng from Sugar 
Creek and other neighborhoods where 
the dead men and those accused of his 
murder are well known. 

The attitude of the two accused ones 
was in marked contrast.

F such books as this had been writ 

| ten oftener in the past, history writ- 

ing would be a far easier task than 
it is. The future historian of the Amer- 
ican people will find this book of high 
value in its description of life in a 
“genuinely American, and for the most 
part, Yankee” community, during two 
decades before the Civil War. It sets 
forth in plain statements of fact things 
which many more ambitious works 
leave to be inferred, with the usual pro- 
portion of w.ong inferences as @ natural 
result. 

Galusha Anderson, who was pastor of 
a St. Louis Baptist church in the mid- 
dle sixtics, and who was president of 
the University of Chicago in its pre- 
Rockefeller days, is the author. He 
wrote the book because, as he says, “I 
did not see how I could help it.” 

The title tells the story. It is a book 
of the ‘‘good old” days, without any 
pessimistic disparagement of the pres- 
ent. In educational methods, he por- 
trays the deficiencies of his time in 
these words: 


Some of the prose in the spelling book, 
which was also a reading book, was simply 
detached sentences. Two of these which, to 
my great disgust, it is impossible for me to 
forget, were: ‘‘A toad jumps like a frog,”’ 
and ‘“‘A load of oak wood is worth more than 
a icad of pine wood.’”’ To have such vapid 
stuff engraved forever on the immoytal sub- 
stance of one’s soul seems a too gricvous 
retribution for simply having studied Web- 
ster’s spelling book. * * * When we came 
to a sum which we could not do, we cried 
out, ‘“‘Assistance!’’ and the teacher would 
come. work out the sum on the slate, and 


so that we were usually just as wise as we 
were before. * * * Often when we toed 
the mark to recite, the teacher would say: 
“He that will stand up the. straight- 
est and speak the loudest will be 
President of the United States.’’ The boys, 
stirred by this glittering prize, stood up 80 
straight that they leaned backward, and 
spelled as loud as they could yell, and each 
seemed verily to think that at no distant 
cay he should be the successor of Washing- 
ton and Jefferson. For one, I feel somewhat 
resentful that this positive promise has not 
been kept. I fulfilled my part of the con- 
tract. * * * In spite of all our teachers, 
the people were generally unacquainted with 
the past tense of the verb ‘‘do.’’ They said. 
‘I done it.””’ I was not a little surprised to 
learn from @ minister stopping at my father's 
heuse that there was such a word as ‘‘did.’’ 
I had seen it a thousand times while reading, 
but had never used it in conversation, 
Equally valuable records are furnished 
in most entertaining form, in chapters 
on “Primitive Industries,’’ ‘“‘Taverns and 
Temperance,’’ ‘‘Bees,”’ ‘‘Politics,’’ ‘‘Doc- 
tors’ and “Ministers and Churches.” 
The chapter on “The Millerite Excite- 
ment” is a vivid description of the prep- 
arations made in 1842 for the expected 
second coming of Christ.. Under the 
head of ‘‘Holidays,’”’ the annual general 
training is amusingly pictured. The life 
story of John and Lucy Erskine runs 
through the book. (Lothrop-Lee-Shep- 
ard.) 
“THROUGH THE NARROWS.” 
HIS story of conflicting love and 
7 tangled identity is from the pen of 
Myrtle Lelbee Roe. The heroine, 
Madra, excites sympathy by her devo- 
tion to her supposed grandfather. The 
villain—not a very wicked one, but 
mildly repellent—is a clergyman. Just 
why the author should speak of ‘‘deso- 
late hills” and “uncultured mountain 
folk’’ in describing the New Hampshire 
scene of her romance, will hardly be 
clear to members of the New England 
Society. (Sherman-French.)

Ladies who 
buy this book and follow directions 
will probably be astonished at their 
success. The method is simplicity. 
itself, but its possibilities are prac- 
tically unlimited. In the end, when 
Mr. Allen’s directions are followed 
by a sufficient number of ladies, they 
will run the country between elec- 
tions and they will seem to be doing 
it in their own way. That will be 
gratifying. In reality, they will -be 
doing it In Mr. Allen’s way. That 
fe what his book is about. That is 
why he ig using a very active mind, 
very actively and, on the whole, very 
interestingly. (Dodd-Mead.)

a record of the principal events in the 
history of the church in this country 
since the Civil War. A consciousness of 
the Cardinal's valueasa Baltimore local 
asset is not entirely concealed in the 
work, but the treatment of the subject 
is exhaustive and the contents of the 
book obviously of full authenticity. No 
striking biographical effects are aimed 
at. In a plain and generally a direct 
narrative, a very interesting American 
and one of the ablest and most spiritual 
of ecclesiastics is followed into the de- 
tails of his labors. Ceremonial events 
in this country subsequent to June 18, 
1886, when Cardinal Gibbons was noti- 
fied of his selection for the sacred col- 
lege and his later visit to Rome, are 
recorded at length; also the part the 
cardinal had in the election of the pres- 
ent Pope. The book gives the reader an 
intimate acquaintance with a man well 
worth knowing. 

By no means the least interesting part 
of the biography is a concise account of 
Cardinal Gibbons’ service in the cause 
of peace. At a time when the sugges- 
tion of a Secretary of Peace was having 
serious consideration, he was strongly 
urged as the first incumbent of that 
Cabinet post, in the event of its crea- 
tion. (Murphy.) 


DR. ANGELL’S REMINISCENCES, 
HE ‘‘Reminiscences of James Bur- 

7 rill Angell’’ are the simple annals 
of a serene life. They are, in- 

deed, almost homely 

and surprisingly lack 


in unaffectedness, 
those touches 
which furnish what is called literary 
sivle. But the venerable president eme- 
‘itis who found at Ann Arbor a rude 
Western college and through the ge- 
nius of enthusiasm and loving work 
left there a towering educational mon- 
ument, fascinates by his directness, his 
clarity and, above all, a modesty be- 
yond common self effacement. 

Dr. Angell was born in 1829 in Rhode 
[sland. His ‘‘Reminiscences” cover al- 
most all of the years which his vig- 
crous and retentive mind reviews from 
off “the lofty summit of fourscore,” 
and from a personal narrative of inter- 
est at once as that of an observer and 
a thinker and as that of a man whose 
later diplomatic contacts brought him 
into familiar relations with many of the 
world’s great.

CRIMINAL STATISTICS. 
OUIS NEWTON ROBINSON pub- 
a lishes a little volume in which he 
gives the History and Organiza- 
tion of Criminal Statistics in the United 
States. His essay has been awarded 
honorable mention in the Hart Schaff- 
ner & Marx series of Prize Essays on 
Economics. Though statistics on crime 
have been collected in the United 
States since 1880, the ‘statistical side of 
criminology is very imperfectly de- 
veloped” in this country. This is due 
primarily to the fact that there are no 
uniform systems of compiling such 
statistics in this country since each 
state can do as it likes in this matter. 
It is this inadequacy of criminal statis- 
tics which makes it impossible to ascer- 
ain whether crime is increasing in the 
United States. For the author answers 
this question of the increase in crime 
by saying that “A confession of ignor- 
ance is far better than an answer based 
on unscientific reckoning.’ The little 
volume will be found very serviceable 
by all persons dealing with crime and 
criminals as well as by students of 
social phenomena.

THE CLARK-FOLK ISSUE. 


The issue now in the Clark-Folk fight over the 
presidential indorsement is not whether Speaker 
Clark or Mr. Folk is the choice of the State Demo- 
cracy. If the would-be Democratic bosses of the 
State have their way the question of the voters’ 
choice will never be determined. The bosses Will 
contro] the Missouri delegation to the National 
Democratic Convention. 

The present issue concerns the effort of the 
bosses to misuse the party organization for their 
Own personal ends.

Folk’s candidacy, believed he 
was not the choice of the State Democrats and 
never intended to support him for the presidency. 
Principle, the party’s will or the party’s real in- 
terest was not considered. It was a hypocritical 
device to make the way of the office-seekers and 
the organization leaders smooth. 

In 1912 it is expedient for many of the leaders 
to repudiate the action of the convention in which 
they were co-operators or actual participants. 

Now they condemn their own action as un- 
authorized and meaningless. 

They admit it was a sham. Speaker Clark was 
a participant in the action of the convention.

THIS BILL SHOULD BE PASSED. 

The United States Juuicial Code of March 3, 
1910, goes into effect Jan. 1, 1912, and repeals the 
Judiciary Act of 1891, under section 3 of which 
the Circuit Court judges within each circuit are 
empowered to sit as judges of the Court of Ap- 
peal within their respective circuits. The new Ju- 
dicial Code contains, through oversight, no pro- 
vision imposing this duty upon the circuit judges. 

Beginning at midnight of Dec. 31, no lawful 
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the nine circuits by any of the circuit judges, un- 
less this defect is remedied. 
Senate Bill 2653, introduced by Senator Dilling- 


mittee and passed by the Senate, has not yet 
been passed by the House, leaving the courtry 
temporarily deprived of one of its most important 
tribunals.

AN EXHIBITION OF BAD TEMPER. 

The steps taken by Congress for abrogating the 
Russian commercial treaty are “cordially ap- 
At the same time, he 
Says the matter ought to have been referred to 
The Hagus. The inconsistency in these positions 
is not explained by his statement that Congress 
had been left no alternative but to deal as it did 
with “conditions which have become intolerable.” 

If no alternative existed, whose fault was it? Mr. 
Roosevelt had been President for seven years. Mr. 
Taft had been President for only two vears and 
a half. The long-standing dissatisfaction over 
the treaty had been acute for more than a decade. 
Why did not Mr. Roosevelt do something to pre- 
vent Congress being left with no alternative? 
Why did not he refer the thing to The Hague? 

Bad temper has led him a long way in this new 
attack on the arbitration treaties. The Hague, he 
urges, should have jurisdiction over so simple a 
matter as withdrawal from a commercial agree- 
ment which is “no longer responsive to the needs 
of the two countries,” but it should not have 
jurisdiction over questions which involve actual 
danger of war. The failure to refer one issue, 
from which not even a thought of war is enter- 
tained, is a reason why other issues of imminent 
peril to the maintenance of peace should not be 
referred. 

Mr. Roosevelt has seldom been heard in a more 
unhappy utterance. He talks absurdly and puer- 
ilely of an “unctuous and odious hypocrisy” in the 
arbitration treaties and sets up men of straw to 





measures for building up an interna- 
jurisprudence substituting arbitration for 


What is Speaker Clark’s answer to this in- 
dictment of his good faith to Mr. Folk and to 
his party?

SECRECY IN COURT TRIALS. 

As soon as the Massachusetts Legislature con- 
venes a mistaken member will introduce a bill 
providing for secret court trials in certain cases 
and forbidding the press to print the testimony 
offered therein. The plan is to rush it through 
in time to permit the Richeson trial, which be- 
gins on Jan. 15, to be held in camera. 

To arrive at a just conclusion respecting all 
the facts involved in such a case as that of 
Rev. C. V. T. Richeson, much scandaious evidence 
must be considered whose effect on public morals 
is not the most wholesome. Attempts to confine 
evidence of this sort to members ofthe court, 
however, are attended by greater peril in other 
directions. If secrecy would be legal in such a 
case, then it would be legal in other cases, and 
one of the most important guarantees of a proper 
administration of justice—publicity for all court 
proceedings affecting the life or property of the 
citizen-—would lose its force. Secret tribunals 
have at all times been effective bulwarks of 
wrong. Justice won a notable victory when star- 
chamber courts were abolished. 

The Constitution of most states prescribe pub- 
licity as indispensable in court trials. It has even 
been held that restrictions on attendance other 
than those based on the capacity of courtrooms 
or reasonable measures for preventing disorder, 
violate this guarantee.

A CIVILIAN TRIUMVIRATE. 

The price put by the Manchus on Dr. Sun Yat 
Sen’s head—said in some reports to be as high as 
$300,000-—has always seemed a bit extravagant. 
Of the myriad of uprisings in China during the 
past 20 years, he had personally participated in 
only one, and that was 16 years ago. The narrow 
escape of that exorbitantly appraised head at that 
time left him, apparently, with small stomach for 
further perils of the sort. He has latterly been 
regenerating China by lecturing and intriguing 
thousands of miles from the official headsmen. 
Occasional] references to him in the press have 
conveyed a strong impression of the parlor revo- 
lutionist. : 

That, however, he had channels of communica- 
tion with his fellow-countrymen unknown outside 
of China and that his name represented much to 
the Chinese masses is shown by the unanimity 
with which the republicans turned to him when 
the first President was to be chosen. A tribute 
so unusual to a man long in exile might satisfy 
any ambition, and is presumptive of unusual 
capacity and distinguished patriotic service. 

One would suppose the rebel military leaders 





whose personality is a matter of so much cutl- 
osity in the Western world would now be the 
popular idols of China. It happens, however, that 
the men of the hour among this peace-loving peo 
ple are three civilians—Dr. Sun Yat Sen, Dr. Wu 
Ting Fang and Yuan Shi Kal. A brilliant patriot 
General, Li Yuen Heng, was made provisional 
President on Oct. 27, but his continuance after 
Sun Yat Sen’s arrival does not seem even to have 
been suggested. 

Dr. Wu has been utilized as a social novelty 
by the smart set and a portion of the press in this 
country, but there is no doubt he is a man of 
ability and acuteness. Yuan’s persona] force and 
his sagacity in guarding Pan-Chinese interests 
are recognized by both sides. Pillars of strength 
for the new republic will be found in this great 
civilian triumvirate.
